ner, whereby the peace and quiet of Our lu>jects 15, or may be dijturdced : Wee Et cing de- 
firous by all gracious and faire admonitions to prevent, chat ſome malignant perſuns in this 
Our Kingdome, do not by degrees {educe Our good {abies trom their due Obedience to 
Vs, and the Lawes of this Our Kingdome , ſubcilly endcayouring by a generall combuſti- 
on or confuſion, to hide their miſchievous defignes and ini: ntions againitthe » eace of this 
Our Kingdome, and under a {pecious prerence of putting Our I rained Bands into « pOiku' - 
draw and engage Our good lubje&s ina warlike oppoi.tion agaiiilt Vs, as Ouvrowwne of 
Hull is already, by the Treaſon ot Sir Iohn Eltham , who at fuit pretended to put a Garrilon 
into the ſame, onely for Our Security and Service. 

We doe therefore by this our Proclamation exp: elly charge and command all Our She- 
riffs, and all Colonels, Lieutenant-Colonels,Serjeant- Mzjors, Caprains, Oi: *r5,and Sonl- 
diers belonging to the trained bands of this our Kingdome, and likewiſe all high 4nd petiy 
Conſtables,and other Our officers and ſubjects whatloever, upon their all-gjance & as they 
tenderſthe Peace of this Our Kingdome, Not to Muſter, Leavy , raile or March, or to ſim» 
mon or warne upon any warrant, order , or Ordinance from one or both Houles of Parli1- 
ment (whereto We havenor, or ſhall not give Our expreſle coalent) any of our Trained 
bands, or other Forces, to Riſe, Muſter, March, or Exerciſe , withour expreſſe Warrant un- 
der Our Hand,or Warrant from Our Sheriffe of the County , grounded upon a particular 
Writ to thatpurpole, under Our great Seale. And incaſe any of Our Trained Ban is {hall 
riſe, or gather together, contrary to this our Command, We ſhall then call them in due 
time to a ſtrift account and proceed Legally againſt them as viulacors ofthe Lawes, and 


Diſturbers of the peace of the Kingdome;
